Abteilung consisted of 30 radio operators ; the second of 30 monitoring 
specialists; and the third of 70 telephone operators* 

2, Officers of the VP signal battalion Included VP Kcmasanderur Roelich* 
commanding officer; VP Rat Hildebrandt ,, PK officer; VP Rat 2inmer ? chief 
of staff, an ex-*eaptain; VP Kbmmandenr Menzel* coanaanding officer of 1st 
Abteilung; VP Oberkocinissar Klepzig, commanding officer of 2d Abteilung, 
who was said to have been employed with the German Array as a specialist in 
centimeter wave lengths; and VP Oberkommiasar Luck, ccnmanding officer of 
3d Abteilung. 

3, The battalion was armed with German infantry weapons, and with some Soviet 
weapons for training purposes. The 2d Abtellung allegedly was to receive 
direction-finding equipment for centimeter wave lengths.
